_ (POER) is a coalition of African-American 


officers who are pushing for equality 
among the ranks of the police force 
POER President James Moss fired off a 
letter ta.Mayor Greg Lashutka on Friday, 
Feb. 10, asking him to force Police Chief 
James G. Jackson to release records 
about the controversial hiring proce- 
dures. 

The records the POER officers are 
requesting will aid the U.S. Department 
of Justice in investigating the

Superintendent Dr. Larry Mixon an- 
nounced Monday, February 13 the 
Columbus Public School System was 
one of seven school systems awarded a 
$15 million grant from the National

Science Foundation. Cleveland and Cin- 
cinnati were also among those to receive 
grants. 

The money from the grant will be used 
to upgrade the math and science 
programs of the school system. The 
money will be distributed over a five year 
period, with $2 million being received the 
first year. The awards are part of the 
National Science Foundation's Urban 


Systematic Initiative Program, which was 


initiated in 1993. 

At Linden Park Elementary, members 
of the grant preparation’ team, school 
board members, and students and staff 
waited anxiously for Dr. Mixon to phone 
in the news Feb. 13. Dr. Mixon received 
the news at a press conference in 
Washington D.C. at the National Press 
Club. 

After announcing that Columbus did 
receive the grant Dr, Mixon said, "This is 
essential for the future of our school sys- 
tem and for our children." He reminded

Problems caused by poverty 
don’t belong to one race

The October 10, 1994 edition of the 
National Weekly Edition of The 
Washington Post left met with an eerie 
feeling. The article was entitled "Rosa 
Lee's. Story - Poverty and Survival in 
Urban America.” It was written by Leon 
Dash}a member of The Washington 
Post's special projects reporting unit. Mr. 
Dash spent four intense years following 
Rosa Lee Cunningham, her children and 
five of her estimated 32 grandchildren. 

, As a result of this story The 
Washington Post regeived more than 


organization's charges of “discrimina 
tion, retaliation, and harassment by the 
Columbus Police Department" against 
African-American. Columbus police of- 
ficers. In the letter, Moss says Jackson 
has not complied with Ohio Revised 
Code 149.43, which requires the release 
of public records 

Moss says Jackson haS refused to 
comply with several of POER's written 
requests for the records. According to the 
letter, Moss spoke with officials. in the 
police department's legal bureau who 
said they were handling the release of the 
records. As of Jan. 4, the letter states, the 
records still had not been released 

The letter accuses Jackson of having 
a “double standard," providing access to 
the records to the media but denying 
them to POER. Moss says the group has 


4,600 telephone calls to a special line 
setup to allow readers to leave recorded 
comments. Many of the middie class 
African-Americans that responded were 
angered by the series. Many callers felt 
that the Post, by devoting eight days to a 
three generational family of welfare de- 
pendent and petty criminals, had given a 
growing urban crisis. the wrong kind of 
attention.

However, he also tes- 
tified that, arriving at the crime 
scene first, he saw only a right- 
handed bloody glove.

Rutgers University 
President Francis Lawrence is

press has an affinity for stories of 
this nature. If we were to review the 
news stories about Black people, 
there is a strong likelihood that a 
disproportionate number of these 
stories would associate Black 


people with crime, welfare or some ~ 


other negative image. ‘ 

The fact that a large portion of 
the angry responses came from 
middie class African Americans 
should not have been.a surprise to 
the Post. One might rightly assume 
that the majority of the Post's 
readership is not African American. 
One might also assume the 
majority of the African-American 
readerships of the Post are middle 
class and above. As a matter of 
fact, Dash acknowledges that this 
story would not reach those per- 
sons who might follow in Rosa 
Lee's footsteps. It-is of interest for 
one to surmise what was learned or 
gained from this story. 

Is ita simple twist of fate that 
drugs, crime and yy ay He a 
way of crippling a family? Does it 
take a social Scientist to under- 
stand the depths of the problems 
associated with poverty? What part 
does race play, if at all? Can we 
openly and honestly discuss the 
issues of crime, welfare, and all the 
other trappings of poverty without 
focusing on the importance of 
economics not race? One cannot 
open a daily paper without finding 
stories with racial overtones, and 
too often those stories make the 
front page. One can almost bet that 


if the story involves crime and the 
alleged criminal is Black that the 
story will carry a photograph of the 
suspected criminal. We do not see 
as many photographs of white 
criminals. Is this happenstance or 
a lack of sensitivity to the problems 
ailing us? 

In the November, 1994 edition of 
the magazine Discover the editors 
attempted to put the issue of race 
‘nto some type of meaningful 
perspective. In that issue Paul Hof- 
fman offers the following: "skin 
color may only be skin deep. Sur- 
geons, thankfully understand this. 
In organ transplants a Black donor 
can be a better match for a white 
patient than another white person 
might be, Would the rest of under- 
Stand this, too, It is my hope that 
this special issue of Discover will 
contribute to such understanding." 
| do not believe that Mr. Dash read 
this edition of Discover. If so, he 
might have looked at the problems 
of the poor across racial lines, 
These issues are not exclusive to 
people of color. Yet, to read and 
review the news stories forces one 
to believe that there are no li 
whites in this country with similar 
problems. 

We are mesmerized by color 
and more often than not, for the 
wrong reasons. Most of societies 
problems associated with poverty 
across racial lines. What Mr. Dash 
and the news media need to under- 
Stand /5 that there is a danger in 
isolating poverty, illiteracy, drug 
use, crime and the persistence of 
these problems from generation 'to 
generation, on the basis of race,

destroying the battlements of 
segregation. It was as the traveling 
companion of Dickerson -- meeting 
with NAACP leaders such as Walter 
White and Roy Wilkins -- that Jones 
became "a child of the NAACP." He 
sat in on their meetings, focused on 
using the law as an instrument to 
destroy the social structures that 
képt Blacks poor and segregated, 
which early formed his social ac- 
tivism -- and shaped his view of law 
as the hammer which would destroy 
the chains of segregation 

That experience, and all that 
went with it, impelled Jones to at- 
tend: law school himself at 
Youngstown State University. He 
later started a practice, but return- 
ing to the civil rights struggles as 
chief legal counsel for the NAACP, 
and finally moved from that post -- 
where he was involved in some of 
the major court cases of the past 25 
years -- to his appointment, by 
President Jimmy Carter, to the sixth 
circuit bench (an nomination that 
‘occurred 25 years to the day when 
the Supreme Court sent thunder 
from the heavens with the Brown v. 
Board decision) 


There is a profound humility 
about the judge. He is not one to 
boast in his myriad of accomplish- 
ments. Atthe same time, he is jus- 
tifiably proud that he has been an 
influential player at the site of some 
of the most important struggles in 
the civil nghts movement in the past 
35 years -- and, for the most part, 
he has seen victories 


He was there in Harlem in 1960 
when John F. Kennedy, whose 
presidential candidacy was being 
eyed cautiously by Black leaders, 
met with those civil nghts and politi- 
cal leaders to affirm his support for 
civil rights. “Kennedy vowed that 
he was going to change the face of 
the Justice Department," which was 
at the time the key federal agency 
in behalf of civil rights, Jones 
recalled 


And when, with the help of Black 
voters, Kennedy gairfed a razor-thin 
victory over Richard Nixon, he 
began to keep his word. Kennedy 
appointed Merle McCurdy the U.S 
Attorney in the northern district of 
Ohio -- one of the first such appoint- 
ments of a Black U.S. Attorney in 
the nation. And one of the

beneficiaries of that movement was 
a young attorney named Nathaniel 
Jones, recently graduated from 
Youngstown State University Law 
School, who became the assistant 
to McCurdy 

Six years later, when the streets 
of America had erupted, in Black 
tage, President Lyndon Johnson 
appointed the National Advisory 
Commission on Civil Disorders, 
better known as the "Kerner Com- 
mission" in honor of its chairman 
then-lllinois Gov, Otto Kerner 

And again, Nathaniel Jones was 
there, serving as assistant coun: 


for the commission, having been 


brought to the post by McCurdy 
who was appointed general coun- 
sel 


After the Kerner Commission 
gave its report, McCurdy returned 
to the U.S. Attorney's office in 
Cleveland and Jones to 
Youngstown, where he established 
a practice. And when McCurdy 
decided to retire, he recommended 
his his former deputy as his replace- 
ment, But in one of those setbacks 
which ultimately become blessings, 
the six judges on the court -- who 
had the power to make the interim 
appointment -- deadlocked on his 
candidacy, with the Cleveland- 
based judges preferring a can- 
didate who lived in Cleveland 


Finally, Jones decided to 
withdraw his name from considera- 
tion. Gut it was at that point that he 
received a call from Roy Wilkins, 
then head of the NAACP, who 
called him to Washington to offer 
him the general counsel's job -- the 
job once held by great legal 
scholars such as Thurgood Mar- 
shall and Robert Carter 


"You could have hit me with a 
feather,” Jones recalled. He was 
excited, but troubled, by the offer: it 
would force him to abandon his 
growing, practice in: Youngstown 
and move to New York 


But when he went home to 
Youngstown, and discussed the 
problem he was having with the 
appointment with an old friend, U S 
District Judge Frank Battisti, the 
judge gave’ him a simple answer

Jones recalled Battisti's stern

According to Eldridge, Jim 
Robinson of "Rich Black Thought" 
and a marketing communications 
consultant, and Michael Green who 
is a computer copy and graphic 
specialist -- all of whom served-as 
legislative aids to Beatty, the state 
representative and Democratic 
Party minority whip has a 20 year 
record of mentoring and aiding 
young and older Black males and 
females. 


“Otto Beatty has few peers in 
championing the causes of the 
Black community. For as long as 
I've know him, some 20 or so years, 
he's been way out there fighting for 
the betterment of the Black com- 
munity as well as ‘the total com- 
munity,” Robinson said in a Call 
and Post interview. 


Michael Green, now using his 
skills at the Communicator News 
said, "| don't know how he does it 
all.

Pryce sponsors amendment 
to strengthen enforcement 


An amendment sponsored by 
U.S. Representative Deborah 
Pryce (R-Ohio-15) to strengthen 
the regulatory enforcement 
measures of the unfunded federal 
mandates legislation was adopted 
recently on the House floor. 


The amendment requires the Of- 
fice of Management and Budget 
(OMB) to submit annual reports 
demonstrating whether federal 
agencies are complying with the 
provisions of the unfunded man- 
dates legisiation. The OMB reports 


would be submitted to the Congres- 
sional committees which oversee 
federal agencies. 


Pryce stated on the House floor, 
"Accountability should be part and 
parcel of the work that agencies 
perform. Too often bureaucracies 
take on a life of their own, and in the 
process they lose sight of the 
original intent of the legislation 


"Our amendment would help en- 
sure that state and local govern- 
ments, and the private sector, are 


protected from future abuses. This 
is a Common sense amendment; it 
puts real teeth into the enforcement 
of this legislation.” 


Rep. Pryce’s amendment was 
co-sponsored by Rep. Gary Condit 
(D-CA), a primary sponsor of H.R. 
5, the Unfunded Mandates Reform 
Act of 1995. All members of Con- 
gress who spoke on the amend- 


ment favored it and the amendment .

glorious roll call, It is a time to recall and celebrate the 
contributions that these -- and thousands of others -- have 
made in this nation, and in the world. . 

And let us not forget that America would be a different 
= without their gifts. What would American music -- 
indeed, the music of the world -- be like without jazz, which 
blended Africa's rhythms and tonalitiés with America’s 
harmony (and pain) to create an entirely transcendent 
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music? What would American law be like without the 
contributions of Thurgood Marshall and Charles Houston, 
whose trailblazing work in destroying the nts of 
segregation breathed life and purpose into the dusty relics 
of the 14th amendment to the constitution? What would 
America’s writing be like without the whimsy and pathos 
of Langston Hughes, the smoky lyricism of Jean Toomer, 
the buming fire of Claude McKay, the focus and power of 
Gwendolyn Brooks? 

Black History is more than just a ‘celebration of great 
men and women: it is a look at the American prism through 
a slightly different angle: This nation cannot be seen 
honestly and intelligently apart from the struggles that 
Blacks have had in it, and the contributions that Blacks 
have made to it. 

Is Black History Month a time for celebration? Of 
course it is! Butit is a time for separation? It cannot be. 
Because our story is intricately linked to the fife of this 
nation -- a nation we have loved and strengthened even 
as it has wounded us; which we have fought for even as 
it has often warred against us; and whose stirring pronoun- 
cements of liberty we have often cynically questioned 
against the backdrop of our own experience (all the while 
fighting, with everything within us, to make those pronoun- 
cements come true). 

Martin Luther King’s dream, atter all, gains its poignan- 
cy and power because, as he said in the speech,“itis 
deeply rooted ia the American dream.” tis a call to make 
America become what it promised to be. If there is any- 
thing which resonates in Black History, it is that power ! 
call to turn soaring words of equality and brotherhood into 
concrete realities on the American stage. 

As we salute our history, we salute ourselves. The 
stories of these men and women, some well-remembered 
and some now ci grt is ultimately a story of our own 
transcendence, We have fought. We have sometimes 
been killed, sometimes even lynched. But we have never 
died, And America - and the world -- are better for it,

Conservatism: a new face

that pass for reasoned debate at the 
YMCA, Andre stood out when the dis*

Andre is a businessman in Colum- 
bus. He's never been certified by an 
agency, so he's not focused on minority 
business procurement programs, He's 
not worried about the banks’ obligation 
~ or refusal -- to give loans to Black- 
owned businesses; he started his business out of his own 
pocket, and never had a bank loan, *. 

So when he hears the Republicans of today preaching 
about welfare reform, he does not have a problem with 
their arguments. He believes that many folks do need to 
it off welfare and get a job. And when he hears the 
mocrats of today screaming about the unfaimess of all 
ment: why should 
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now." And Botitis believes that there is a vig gl of 
personal conservatism among Black voters which are 
themes that Republicans can certainly tap into. 

But the Republicans also run into a problem; wpe 
one-third of Black voters define themselves as “consefva- 
tive" -- more than define themselves in any other colora- 
tion on the political spectrum -- that conservatism is not 
the same as white conservatives. 

When it comes to political conservatism, Bositis found, 
there is "virtually none in the Black community.”

"Do those 
voters sound conservative?", Bositis asks. And the 
answer: obviously, not in any political context.

There is also substantial agreement that the system 
needs to be reformed. All agree that something must be 
done about the destructive behaviors -- educational 
failure; early pregnancy; drug and alcohol abuse -- that 
often result in welfare dependency, All agree that the 
incentives in the syeernrnust ve restructured, so that work 
is rewarded and the benefit of indolence destroyed, 

But the presence of substantial agreement does not 
mean that there is a consensus. For, tragically, there Is 
also a certain mean-spiritedness in the current climate, in 
which some conservatives seem to demonize all those on 
welfare as lazy bums who merely want a free hand from 
the government, and therefore create solutions which 
punish the poor more than they reform the system. 

The Republican maiony in the U.S. House of Repre- 
sentatives is now pushing a plan which, by its nature, 
would radically change the structure of the welfare system. 
Under the pro; |, the federal government would turn the 
entire Aid to Dependent Children (ADC) program, $15.3 
billion worth, would be turned into a block grant -- turned 
over to the states with few strings attached. It would take 
entitlement status -- in which all who were eligible must be 
served -- from the ADC. program 

At the same time, the House Republicans are planning 
to force states to deny welfare benefits to teenaged 
mothers and even legal immigrants 

The plan has been referred to as “tough love” by one 
of its backers, Cong. Clay Shaw of Florida. 

The plan has been endorsed by some governors, in- 
cluding Gov. Voinovich. These governors argue that the 
states can be trusted to take care of the interests of their 
poorest citizens, and should be given the flexibility to 
accomplish that.

No time to celebrate 


But President Clinton -- who has been, as usual, waf- 
fling on the whole issue -- was right when he noted that 
the ADC program, with all its flaws, represents an en- 
lightened view of the national interest. 

“There is a national-interest in making sure that the 
food, the nutrition, the health care of the children of this 

are protected," Clinton said. “That is not a state- 
by-state interest; that is a national interest.” 
_ And there is also a concern that the plan will punish 
those who are the most defenseless in this process -- the 
children. Even a conservative Republican such as Henry 
Hyde of Illinois breaks with the plan to eliminate benefits 
for teenaged mothers, arguing thal it will punish those 
children 
Sadly, however, this is part of a national trend: Mas- 
sachusetts just passed a welfare plan which is probably 
the most draconian in the nation, requires welfare 
recipients with school children to find work within-60 
days of receiving benefits and ending welfare payments 
altogether after two years. New York is pressing for similar 
changes, and even in Ohio, there is a legislative push to 
enact similar reforms. 
But .we believe that these reforms do not reflect a 
concem about the poor who are on welfare; they reflect a 
spirit of hostility to the poor in general, Most welfare 
recipients are not drug-addicted criminals who abuse their 
children; most are people who have the same aspirations 
as others -- but they do not have the job opportunities, and 
training, to get out of poverty. 

If we are concemed about simply reforming the welfare 
system, obviously we can take any number of steps which 
will radically restructure the program, But we hope that, 
as Hyde has said, there will be some concern for the 
innocent victims in all this -- the millions of children in 
America whose only support, meager though it is, is the 
monthly check from the federal government. Yes, we 
should change the incentives, and create new rewards; 
yes, we should provide increased training and day care to 
instill work rather than indolence 

But we should not, in some spasm of anger, attempt to 
punish the poor for their poverty. That's neither compas- 
sionate, nor wise, social policy.

In July of 1994, Athie, a former 
diplomat from Mauritania, and Dr. 
Charles Jacobs, AASG's Research 
Director, published a report in the 
New York Times on modern day 
slavery in North Africa, describing 
how Sudanese Arabs capture and 
sell African women and children - 
some for as little as $15 - as part of 
the Arab vs. African civil war. They 
also detailed how Arab-Berbers in 
Mauritania 


Continue to enslave their 
Black . The Sudanese 
slaves, , are Christians

denied AASG's charge, but well- 
respected human rights groups - 
Africa Watch and London's Anti- 
Slavery international - confirm 
AASG's story.

Athie, an African with a long 
record of courting African 
Americans and the Black Press, 
was the keynote speaker at Martin 
Luther King Day at the University at 
Chicago. He beamed as he told the 
audience that Eleanor Holmes Nor- 
ton was joining in his group's anti- 
slavery effort. "We now, have our 
first African-American leader. As an 
African, | am overjoyed," he said 
during the speech. Athie told the 
audience that Black Americans 
were the natural and obvious 
people to lead the fight. "American 
Blacks lead on apartheid, they must 
not lag on slavery," he said. 
"Slavery has been a nearly taboo 
subject in the Western media," said 
Dr. Jacobs. “The facts have been 
relatively easy to document, getting 
tive story out and followed up on by 
media has been our toughest strug- 
gle." Congressman Frank, who 
authored the current Congressional 
Resolution, called AASG's persist- 
ence "in the face of indifference, 
admirable.” 

Comments about modern 
slavery in America's Black Press 
prompted Congressman Torricelli 
to co-sponsor the Resolution and 
call for Congressional hearings on 
the matter. In November, PBS’ Tony 
Brown's journal broadcast an inter- 
view with Athie and Jacobs who 
explained the slave trade Athie and 
Jacobs have been on talk radio 
around the country. urging grass 
roots action. Jacobs said, “In the 
past, Black History Month 
celebrated and sorrowed over the 
suffering of every group of Black

Last November, the Columbus 
Museum of Art presented the first in an 
upcoming series of seminars entitled, 
“Examining Our Prejudices by Lookirig at 
Art." The program was designed to help 
participants identify and examine feel- 
ings toward people of other genders, eth- 
nic, cultural or religious backgrounds 
through their interpretations of art. 


Based on the success and enthusias- 
tic reception the workshop engendered, 
the museum plans a series in 1995. The 
first is to be presented to the docents of 
the museum and of the King Arts Com- 
plex, 867 Mt. Vernon Ave., on Monday. 
Feb, 20. Workshops for the public will be 
scheduled later in the year, The 
workshops will unfold similarly to the 
event in November. 


During the initial seminar, museum 
trustees and staff, students, business 
leaders and arts administrators par- 
ticipated in creative dialogue about cul- 
tural-and racial differences through a 
“number of structured exercises. First, 
guests evaluated how works of the art in 
the collection made them feel; responses 
ranged from “peaceful” to "lonely" to “dis- 
gusted" to “angry.” Then they gathered in 
Study groups to discuss particular works 
of art. Groups analyzed works of art in 
terms of their time in history, and with 
regard to the prejudices and feelings the 
works evoked. 


One participant in the workshop com- 
mented, “I fee! grateful for the openness 
of each participant -- grateful to see that 
we can all find similarities which we can 
agree upon...grateful that we can accept 
suggestions from another's viewpoint 
and make progress in the world's 
peace...even though in a microscopic 
vision. There is a healing message in the 
world's in this type of gathering." 


Another guest said, "There is an 
African proverb that states...'Each one 
teach one.’ If we are truly about the busi- 
ness of pluralism in this country, we must 
teach others to open their minds to new 
perspectives,.new ways of seeing and 
understanding. The Columbus Museum 
of Art has a great opportunity to educate 
its audiences, to help them to see.in new 
ways, not tolerance of difference but ac- 
ceptance."

Not only do they come to a clearer 
understanding of personal beliefs and 
values, but they also gain a more per- 
sonal response to art,” said Lippman. 
"People come away from these 
workshops having a wonderful apprecia- 
tion for art and an understanding of how 
perceptions differ."

Bryant.didn’t...... 


dream the impossible dream: he ‘lived’ it

lf anyone had told C.W, Bryant he was 
the living embodiment of the Americary” 
Dream, he probably would have laughed 
aloud. Bryant, a self-taught engineer with 
almost no formal education, was no 
dreamer: he was a doer, and what he did 
was build a construction firm that 
dominated the Columbus scene for almost 
a half-century 

Born in Dayton in 1882, Charles William 
Bryant Jr. was brought to Columbus by his 


tance to his success In/some quarters, the 
simple fact was that when big money was 
at stake and a job had to be done right, no 
one -- racist-or not -- would risk employing 
anyone other than the best. And everyone 
knew that C:W. Bryant was the best. 

In 1913, when a 100-year flood inun- 
dated the lowlands on the west side of the 
Scioto -- Franklinton and the area known as 
The Bottoms -- C.W,’s shrewdness as a 
businessman and his resourcefulness as 
an engineer produced a financial windfall 
for his rapidly expanding enterprise 

The deluge swept many homes from

parents when he was about five years old 
It was a time of explosive growth for the 
young and booming capital city. The 
Bryants, like thousands of others who 
poured into Columbus during those years, 
probably came seeking a better life, but 
they did not find the Promised Land on the 
banks of the Scioto. 

Economic hardships made it necessary 
for little Charlie to leave public school after 
the third grade. Child labor was accepted 
and commonplace, so it can be assumed 
that Charlie's childhood was more work 
than play. If that was the case, it did not 
make him a dull boy, for it was through hard 
work -- Sometimes dirty, menial labor -- that 
Charles sharpened his mind and honed the 
skills that he utilized so effectively later in 
life 

The Gay Nineties probably were not so 
gay for the struggling Bryant family. But 
sometime around 1898, when Charles, a 
strapping six-footer with a strong back and 
a keen mind, was about 16, he took his first 
steps, toward building what was to become 
an almost legendary business enterprise. 

He had been working for some time for 
a man who owned a threshing machine. 
With his boss, Charles traveled from farm 
to farm throughout central Ohio threshing 
grain. In addition to providing threshing 
services, Charles and his boss also did 
construction work for farmers, specializing 
in moving barns and other farm buildings. 

When he found himself in financial dif- 
ficulty and unable to pay back wages owed 
to his young employee, the boss paid young 
Charlie off with the logs, timbers, ropes and 
pus they had used to move barns and 

uildings. 

Apparently, Bryant was a better 
businessman than his boss. Utilizing the 
skills he had developed and his newly ac- 

uired Semen: he struck out on his own. 

ith each passing year, his reputation as a 
skilled mover and construction engineer 
grew and spread throughout the city. 

Some of Bryant's early education in the 
construction business probably came from 
his father, Charles Sr., who had done some 
demolition work. But the elder Bryant, his 
wife, and most of the rest of the family 
headed west to California sometime around 
theturn of the century, leaving C.W., his 
brothers, Elmer (nicknamed-"Fox") and a 
cousin, Hugh, to carve out a future for therm- 
selves in Ohio. 

Within 10 years,.the name C.W. Bryant 
was synonymous with heavy-duty con- 
struction, If a project required lifting, hoist- 
ing, jacking, shoring up or tearing down, his 
was the name that was called, While there 
must have been some racist-inspired resis-

their foundations, depositing some of them 

in the streets. City authorities ordered the 
unfortunate homeowners to clear the 
streets at their own expense. Those who 
failed to comply faced having their houses 
condemned, demolished and hauled away 
-- and then being assessed the demolition 
and removal costs. 

The C.W. Bryant Jr. Co. was the best 
equipped and most experienced firm in the 
area. Those homeowners who could afford 
to, paid cash to have their houses restored 
to their foundations. Many who were un- 
able to pay in cash accepted a generous 
proposition from Bryant: he accepted their 
land in return for moving their houses. 

Of course the city needed access to the 
inundated area, so C.W. Bryant was con- 
tracted to build a temporary bridge across 
the Scioto at Broad Street. The massive 
wooden structure served as the major link 
between Downtown and the west side of 
the city for eight years, from 1913 to 1921. 

From those early days of the century into 
the 1960s, wherever there was a major 
construction project going on in Columbus, 
the name C.W. Bryant was usually

prominently displayed on some aspect of 
the job. 

Around 1921, the Bryant company was 
called upon to extend the foundation of the 
Buckeye Building and Loan Co. building on 
E. Gay St. In 1923, C.W. Bryant erected 
the steel skeleton for South High School, 
including a massive 33 ton steel girder, In 
1924, they moved a-huge factory building 
at the Buckeye Steel works some 280 feet 
in two directions. In that same year, the 
Ohio State Journal reported that the Bryant 
company was to erect a 49-ton steel girder 
at a downtown project; it was believed to be 
the biggest girder ever mounted in Colum- 
bus to that date. 

Throughout the 1920s, 1930s, 1940s, 
and 1950s, C.W. Bryant's companies were 
involved in countless major construction, 
renovation, demolition and relocation 
projects throughout the city, There came a 
time when architects when writing the 
specifications for major projects, would in- 
clude a phrase specifying that the contrac: 
tor “must have capabilities equal to those 
of C.W. Bryant." In such cases, the bidding 
process was, in effect, a mere formality, 
because there simply were no other con- 
tractors with capabilities equal to the 
Bryants. 

During World War Il, C.W. Bryant Sons 
completed numerous defense-related 
projects at Lockbourne Air Base and Fort 
Hayes Army Base, among others. After the 
war, he caused a sensation by purchasing 
the landing gear from a B-17 bomber plane, 
which he fashioned into dollies for moving 
buildings. 

Although construction was always C.W. 
Bryant’s core business, he was involved in 
several other ventures, with varying levels 
of success. He was one of the principal 
owners of the Adelphi Savings and Loan 
Co., a black thrift bank that was wiped out 
during the Depression. He also owned a 
penny arcade amusement emporium on

against Bryco, lowering prices at Sohio sta- 
tions near Bryco stations and raising prices 
at other locations to make up for their los- 
ses. The tactic worked, andthe Bryants 
were forced to abandon the gas stations 
which had been profitable before Sohio 
drove them to the wall 

When Bryant married Maria Litchford, he 
purchased the Litchfofd Hotel on N. Fourth 
St. from her father, Fred. Bryant later-pur- 
chased the Macon Hotel, becoming the 
owner of the two largest black hotels in the 
city, 

In 1950, he established the first, and 
only, black-owned beer distributorship in 
Columbus, Ohio Malt Beverage Delivery 
Co. Irvin Lowery, a friend with. experience 
in the liquor business, was hired to manage 
the company. One of the firm's leading 
products was a brew called PeBe 49, per- 
haps the first popular malt liquor on the local 
market 

Many reasons have been given for the 
demise of the distributorship, but it is almost 
certain that.organized labor played a major 
In response te-Bryant’s entry into the 
market, competing firms hired Black sales 
representatives to service inner city bars 
The unions, principally the Teamsters, pres- 
sured Bryant to hire union drivers, but since 
the union would not grant membership to 
Blacks, he resisted. In the end, the 
segregated unions and the well-heeled 
competition proved too much for Bryant to 
handle and he folded the distributorship, 

The beginning ofthe end for C.W. Bryant 
Sons Contractors was brought about by 
similar forces -- collusion between business 
competitors and racially segregated 
unions 

Over the years, as heavy equipment 
technology became more readily available 
and as white-owned companies gained ex- 
perience in the areas where C.W. Bryant 
specialized, competition grew ever stiffer 
At the same time, organized labor's control

pointed his son, Neil, then just 19 years old, 
to take the reins of the family business. 

Neil Bryant and his brother, Charles 
who also had worked in the firm since he 
was old enough to rig a block and tackle 
continued to operate the business success- 
fully into the 1960s. One. of their last major 
jobs was moving the superintendent's 
house at Port Columbus airport in 1960. 

On October 11, 1964, C.W. Bryant died 
closing an important chapter in the history 
of Columbus, a chapter he wrote with his 
own. sinewy hand. Soon thereafter, his 
sons liquidated the company and moved on 
to write their own sequels to his remarkable 
story, * 

Charles, now. 65, moved to Norwalk,

For several years, the innovative Bryant 
operated a coal yard and a fuel oil heating 
delivery business. One of his most am- 
bitious ventures was his entry into the 
gasoline business. For several years, 
during the late 1930s, he owned and 
operated.some 14 service stations, mostly 
located on the south side of the city. 

The Bryco stations proved too success- 
ful for John D. Rockefeller's Standard Oil of 
Ohio (Sohio) to tolerate. According to a 
family member, Sohio waged a price war

VISIONS IN BLACK HISTORY 


LEWIS HOWARD LATIMER 

1848 - 1928 

Lewis Latimer, 
numerous talents 

Lewis Howard Latimer was born 
in Chelsea, Massachusetts in 1848, 
and raised-in Bosten, At age 16, 
Latimer enlisted in the Navy and 
served. as a cabinboy on the U.S.S. 
Massasoit for the remainder of the 
Civil War. In 1865, his skill in 
mechanical drawing enabled himto 
secure a position with Crosby and 
Gould, patent solicitors. The work of 
the patent. draftsmen fascinated 
young Latimer, and he taught him- 
self draftsmdnship skills. Becoming 
confident, he asked to be allowed to 
submit some drawings. The request 
was begrudgingly granted, and 
Latimer’s impressive work earned 
him the position of junior draftsman, 
and in a short’time he was ad- 
vanced to chief draftsman: 


a man of 


Alexander Graham Bell recog- 
nized his need for a highly skilled 
draftsman to prepare blueprints for 
his new invention, the telephone. 
Bell went to Crosby and Gould, and 
it was Latimer who was given the 
assignment to draw the plans for 
Bell's telephone patent. 

Latimer soon left Crosby and 
Gould to work as a draftsman for 
Hiram Maxim, who invented the 
machine gun. and also headed the 
U.S. Electric Lighting Company in 
Bridgeport, -Conn. Although 
electricity was ints infancy, Latimer 
perceived it to be the wave of the 
future. Latimer proceeded to -work 
on improving the quality and life of 
the carbon filament used in the light 
bulb. In 1882, he received a patent 
for what was probably his most im- 
portant invention - an improved 
process for manufacturing carbon 
filaments. 


Latimer left Maxim and trans- 
ferred to the engineering depart- 
ment at the Edison Company in 
1884. He supervised the installation 
of Edison's electric light systems in 
New York, Philadelphia, Canada 
and London. Six years later, 
Latimer was assigned to the legal 
department where he performed an 
invaluable service as an expert wit- 
ness, defending Edison's patents in 
court. Milions of dollars were at 
stdkeand based on Latimer’s vast 
knowledge of electrical patents, 
Edison won the case. Latimer was 
aman of many talents and skills, he 
was also a poet. Volumes of his love 
poems were privately published, 
and he authored a book in 1890, 
entitled Incandescent Electric 
Lighting.

And that has certainly been in part due to 
the efforts of Lem Ferguson, who was an 
active recruiter for the Division of Fire. 

One of the persons he did not actively 
recruit, surprisingly, was his daughter 

, “Itwasn’t what | told her" that caused her 
daugftiter to come onto the force, Ferguson 
recalled. When his daughter asked him 
about the requirements to become a 
firefighter, "she didn’t think | devoted 
enough attention to that question." 

Norina Ferguson-Clark agreed. Her in- 
terest in the fire department, Norina 
recalled, “started out, to be real honest, as 
ajoke." As the department's recruiter and 
EEO officer, Lem would talk with her 
friends about becoming a firefighter. 

“And when | asked him about it, he just 
laughed," she recalled 


But she took that laugh as a challenge, 
and after discussing it with her mother, she 
took the firefighters’ test. "| just decided to 
take the test to mess with him," she remem- 
bered. “| had no desire to become a 
firefighter." 

But after more than two years on the 
department's waiting list -- and a promotion- 
al setback at the Bureau of Workers’ Com- 
pensation, where she was working at the 
time -- Norina decided to give the fire 
department a chance 


Being the first father-daughter team in 
the division of fire was not always easy, 
Norina recalled. 2 

Although Ferguson was in the role of 
EEO officer for the division of fire, Norina 
did not feel comfortable going to him with 
complaints. 

"| kind of felt like, if | had a problem, | 
couldn't go down to talk with him, because 
it would be like crying to your dad," she said 
"| felt like | was real alone at times. Things 
would go wrong, and | couldn't run to him."

It was not for a lack of support from her 
father, but the establishing of her own inde- 
pendence: "I wanted to stand on my own 
two feet," Norina said 


In one case, when a fellow firefighter 
used a vicious slur against Norina, she did 
not go to her father the EEO officer: Lem 
learned about it from another source. His 
role in the division of fire "made it hard ina 
lot of ways for both of us," Norina said 
“Maybe if | was one of his sons, it would 
have been looked at differently." 


At the same time, it has been rewarding 
“at times. It gave my dad and myself things 
to talk about, things we could relate to. with 
each other. It gave us more in common." 
And it allowed her to see her father in an 


entirely different light -- not just as "Dad’, 
but as a fellow firefighter. "Growing up, you 
paint a different picture of what your parents 
are compared to what other people see," 
Norina said. 


“As | got older, and even worked in the 
same area as he did, | got to see a different 
side of him." 

After 35 years as a firefighter -- and 12 
years working in the department with his 
daughter -- it will be different for Lem Fer-

When Don Barker signed up for 
Jo Baldwin's Black literature class 
at Miami University Middietown he

him. His views on racism and his 
outlook ‘on life would be forever 
changed by an African American 
educator who lived a century ago, 

Booker T. Washington, founder 
of Tuskegee University, 
Montgomery, Alabama, was that 
educator. His book “Up From 
Slavery" so impressed Baldwin's 
predominantly white class that they 
wanted to visit Tuskegee. 

Baldwin, who is Black, saw this 
as an opportunity for the class to 
experience racial and cultural diver- 
sity so she applied for and was 
awarded an “Academic Excellence" 
grant from Miami University Mid- 
dietown to help fund the trip 

In December she and six of the 
seven Students enrolled in her class 
headed for Alabama. They spent 
two days immersed in a totally dif- 
ferent culture seeing first hand the 
many contributions of African 
Americans who have attended Tus- 
kegee. They toured the campus; 
visited the graves of Booker T. 
Washington and Dr. George 
Washington Carver; saw the.Oaks, 


a mahision built for Mr. Washington 


by Tuskegee students, visited with 
students and attended chapel ser- 
WIGSST AL STE ey oe 

As part of their assignment, 
Baldwin asked each student to write 
a paper about their impressions and 
what they learned from the trip. 

“The trip to Tuskegee was 
probably the most enlightening ex- 
perience of my life," wrote Barker. "! 
can honestly say.that | am a dif- 
ferent person. My personality has 
not changed so much as my at- 
titudes. | have a completely dif- 
ferent outlook on life, as well as on 
myself.” 

Among Barker's observations in 
his six page essay, is the idea that 
racism is a form of self hatred. 

“People are alway’ putting down 
others so they can try to make 
themselves look better...because 
they are not satisfied with themsel- 
ves,"he wrote, 

"Racism does cause self hatred. 
| never. kriew that | wasn't really 
happy with myseif...but on the trip | 
came closer to my feelings and real- 
ized the more | pushed prejudice 
feelings ‘out the more content | felt." 

“It (racism) does have a lot to do 
with parents. It is a shame that

parents teach their children not to 
love.themselves.” 
Barker’ algo wrote that he 


$0 instead of getting angry at others 
who may hold racist views, he 
wants to help them understand the 
truth about racial prejudice. 

Barker, 23, says he took the 
course because he needed one 
more literature class to complete 
his degree requirements in Elemen- 
tary Education and this one fit his 
schedule. 

In closing he wrote: "This class 
has influenced, changed and taught 
me more than any class that | have 
ever taken.” 

“don't think | was a racist," he 
says. "But | was definitely

Pickett, one of the

Bill Pickett was one of the 
greatest Black cowboys to ever live 
As a visionary he originated the 
rodeo sport called "bulldogging.” 

He was born December 5, 1870 
in .Williamson Cou xas. He 
was the second of thirteen children. 
After completing the fifth grade, he 
was hired as a ranch,hand, where 
he developed his skills in riding and 


roping 


It was during the time*after the 
Civil War that Bill Pickett became a 
new type of hero known as Cow- 
boys. Pickett was gritty and touch, 
and mastered any four legged 
beast. He took the art of bulldogging 
(the term given to the act Of roping 
and wrestling steers to the ground) 


v 


to a new level with his exact timing, 
coupled with guts and power. Bill 
Pickett was one of the best and 
earned the professional nickname 
of the “Dush Demon." 


What made Bill even more 
amazing was his small stature. He 
only stood 5'7" and weighed 145 
pounds, but he had powerful arms 
and shoulders, and was so fierce a 
competitor that he was known to 
actually sink his teeth into a rebel- 
lious animal's nose or upper lip to 
render it docile and throwable 

In 1907 Pickett contracted with 
Zach Miller, owner of the famous 
101: Ranch and Wildwest Show 
headquartered in Oklahoma, where 
other famous cowboys like Will 


Rogers and Tom Mix got their starts 


* Bill was billed as the star performer 


and toured the United States, 
Canada, Argentina, England and 
Mexico for ten years. Shortly after 
1916 he retired and bought a 160 
acre ranch. 4 


Bill Pickett died on April 20, 1932 
after having been kicked by a stal- 
lion while roping horses. His former 
boss, Zach Miller, who had handled 
all of the best, called Pickett, "the 
greatest sweat and dirt cowhand 
that ever lived - bar none." In 1971, 
the “Dush Demon" became the first 
Black cowboy admitted to the Na- 
tional Rodeo Hall of fame in Ok- 
lahoma.

Who to look for 
when selecting

The federal department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
is implementing a new.plan entitled 
"A Plage.
